President Sadat wants to have 
Egyptian troops stationed within the 
area of the passes, and wants Israel 
troops to pull back from their entire 
area including the foothills, the Ca- 
binet Members were told. The 
Egyptian leader would entertain a 
restricted U.S. presence in one ob- 
servation post at Umm Khagzhiba, 
but with far fewer U.S. technicians 
than both the U.S. and Israel be- 
lieved necessary. 

“We insist on having U.S. " 
sonnel in a total of six observation 
posts in different parts of the 
passes,” one Minister told The Je- 
rusciem Post. “But Sadat won't 
budge.” 

Two members of the Cabinet 
Religious Affairs Minister Yitzhak 
Raphael and Police Minister Shlomo 
Hillel, tabled a motion stating inter 
alia that the outstanding issues 
centred on matters of principle, -on 
which Israel could not give way, 
despite Dr. Kissinger’s praiseworthy 
efforts to close the gap between the 
Israel and Egyptian stands. Raphael 
and Hillel withdrew their draft 
when they got no backing. 

Israel Galili managed to win over 
the other doubtful Ministers with 
the compromise formula supported 
by 15 Cabinet Ministers, which was 
so phrased as to place the respon- 
sibility for a decision on the Kis- 
singer shuttle just now, solely with 
the Secretary of State himself. 

Ia the discussion, Tourism Min- 
ister Moshe Kol commented that the 
Egyptians had failed to offer any 
genuine political conceasions. The 
only solid step President Sadat made 
was to agree to three years dura- 
tion, for the accord. 

At the same time, the Cabinet 
agreed that its views should be 
rushed to the U.S. Secretary before 
he made any announcement about a 
visit. Accordingly, Ambassador Sim- 
ha Dinitz was instructed to contact 
Dr. Kissinger.at once, and brief him 
about the Cabinet discussion and de- 
cisions,

Ministers Gideon Hausner, Gad 
Ya'acobi and Yosef Burg joined 
Kol, Raphael and Hillel to voice 
their concern about the Kissinger 
visit, during the discussion. 

Foreign Minister Allon told youth 
groups at Zemah, in the Jordan 
Valley, late last night, that he 
welcomed Dr. Kiesinger's visit and 
wished him, and everyone else, 
success. “Most of the issues are 
settled but serious problems still 
remain,” he said. 


US envoy briefed 


Premier Rabin met with U.3. 
Ambassador Malcolm ‘Toon for 
about an hour after the Cabinet 
session, to explain the meaning of 
the sparsely worded communique 
and the drift of the sometimes 
stormy discussion.

TEL AVIV. — Prof. Auguato Yoel 
Levi, the prominent jurist and a 
former president of the Manufac- 
turers’ Association, was buried yes- 
terday at the Kiryat Shaul cemetery 
bere, He had died at his home on 
Thursday night, aged 86. 

Born in Ancona, Italy, he started 
@ legal practice in Florence but 
moved to Palestine in 1938, serving 
23 chairman of the Association of 
Italian Immigrants until his death, 

Active in the business world, Levi 
was associated with the Discount 
Bank Investment company and 
served for years as head of 
the Manufacturers’ Association legal 
department. He was president of the 
Association from 1963 to 1965. 

After World War ΤΙ, he was elect- 
ed a member of the International 
Institute for Unification of Private 
Law in Rome. He was also 2 mem- 
ber of the International Institute for 
Agrarian Law. 

Levi lectured on Commercial Law 
at Tel Aviv University and was also 
a member of the Hebrew Univerai- 
ty’s Eixecutive Board and of the 
‘Technion's Board of Governors, 

Tn 1069, the Magnes Press (He- 
brew Univeraity) published his es- 
says on jurisprudence, which in- 
eluded studies of private and agri- 
cultural Jaw and on ancient and 
modern Hebrew law.

LONDON, — ‘Seven Israeli scouts’ 


are returning home deeply concern- 
ed at the Arab hatred they en- 
countered at the 14th World Scout 
Jamboree, just ended at 
Lillehammer, Norway. But the 
warmth evident among the 
81 scout delegations from all over the 
world helped to balanve the hostility 
they met from the 13 Arab groups. 
Politics also penetrated the World 
Youth Forum, held parallel to the 
Jamboree, which processes 
resolutions to be tackled by the 
leadership of the World Scout Move- 
ment this week in Copenhagen. 
However, the small Israeli con- 
tingent was gratified that one of 
them, Danny Kochav, 17 of Haifa, 
was chosen by secret ballot to be 
secretary of the English-speaking 
group, and thus joined the World 


Youth Forum's key steering com- ἢ 


mittee. 

This reporter met the youngsters 
last week in London where they are 
spending a few days sight-seeing 
before returning home. Danny 
relatéd that nine of the Arab 
delegations boycotted the Forum 
when they failed to have his election 
disqualified. However it was 

* poteworthy that Lebanon, Libya, 
Algeria and Tunisia did not follow 
the others. The Syrians were the 
most hostile. Damy succeeded in 
defeating an Arab motion to have the 
PLO’s "Palestine Scouts'' coopted to 
the World Scout Movement, arguing 
that this was a political movement.

The Tunisians were the exception 
and even held 2 communal sing-song 
with the Israelis one night. 

The Israelis said, on the other 
hand, that apart from the Arabs 
there were constant demonstrations 
of friendship among the other scouts 
and their leaders, especially among 
the Africans and the Norwegian 
hosts. Thousands of residents of 
Lillehammer came to see their ex- 
hibit on Israel, the kibbutz and 
scouting in Israel. υ 

The contingent was delighted to 
meet so many Jewish scouts from all 
over the world, including Jewish 
scout troops from France and Iran. 
The young sabras found themselves 
delivering lectures on Zioniam and 
the history of Iarae! to curious scouts 
who suddenly revealed their Jewish 
identity after diacavering the Israeli 
tent and exhibition. In general they 
were excellent ‘‘ambassadors" of 
Israe). The living example they af- 
forded of Jewish-Arab coexistence 
cannot be measured in money, nor 
the propaganda effect of the entire 
massed camp of 17,000 youngsters 
singing “Hevelnu Shalom Alei- 
chem."

Astronomers find 
X-ray super-nova 


LONDON (AP). — British astro- 
momers, helped by colleagues around 
the world, were yesterday peeping 
at a mysterious intensifying star 
which they called the brightest 
‘X-ray source ever detected in the 
universe. ἕ 

“It Js the most exciting observa- 
tion we have ever made in this 
field of astronomy," said Professor 
Kenneth Pounds, $9, director of 
X-ray astronomy at Leicester Uni- 
versity. . 

A team headed by Pounds first 
detected the powerful X-ray source 
on August 3 during a routine scan- 
ning of the Milky Way by the 
British X-ray astronomy satellite

Earlier this month, Elifas led a 
delegation to Pretoria, South Afri- 
ca’s administrative capital, for a 
meeting with Prime Minister John 
Vorster.

TJENTISTE, Yugoslavia (Reuter). 
— The 14th World Junior Chess 
Championships opened on Saturday 
in this southwestern Yugoslav moun- 
tain resort with 48 players from 47 
countries competing for the title in 
the 13-round Swiss system contest. 


Max Euwe, President of the Inter-

WASHINGTON. — The US. Is 
quietly but hurriedly putting to- 
gether a special $60 million economic 
aid programme for Zaire, which a 
few weeks ago accused the Central 
Intelligence Agency of attempting 
to overthrow President Mobutu Sese 
Seko. At the same time the State 
Department is completing negotia- 
tions to provide Kenya and Ethiopia 
with an undisclosed number of F-5 
fighter aircraft.

The performance confirmed the con- 
tinued significance of the work even 
after 40 years. Yet frankly it was not 
the best performance that the Royal 
re peg Ballet offered. Bill Lark, 
as Death, was a splendid-looking 
figure but lacked the necessary steel 
in the bone of his movement except 
in the terrible battlefield stride. Nor 
were the other characters portrayed 
with the vivid definition that I 
remembered. The scenes around the 
Green Table retained their genius, 
but the “men in black” seemed to 
emphasize the comic element in the 
bitter comment rather than the 
savage satire. However, the com- 
pany also offered a surprise: a 
previously unannounced ballet titled 
“Hands" choreographed by Paddy 
Stone and-‘inspired by various 
“hand” songs ranging from the 
Beatles to Mozart. It was a real 
showcase for the remarkable com- 
pany, individually and in teamwork.

vision. 


New sound vision system 
invented in Australia 


MELBOURNE. — 
A NEW SOUND-VISION system at 
leas than a third of the cost of video 
cassette television has been invented 
in Australia. 

The new system, called poly 
gramo-vision, has the added advan- 
tage of total flexibility of screen size 
without large increases in cost. 
Screens can be as small as the face of 
ἃ matebbox or as large 88 1000 mm. 
by 700 mm. 


Its Inventor, Czech-born Rudolph 
Stepanek, from Dandenong, 40 kms. 
east of Melbourne, perfected the 
system, which reproduces sound and 
a colour or black-and-white image 
from an integrated sound-film disc. 

Stepanek claims poly gramo- 
vision is by far the cheapest system 
of producing sound and image in the 
home: or school. For schools, the 
lerge screens would make it prac- 
tical for classroom viewing. 

His prototype poly gramo-vision 
set jooks like ἃ small standard 
radiogram. Its operation is much the 
same:as a radicgram with the poly 
gramo-vision disc, which incoporates 
sound disc and film cassettes, heing 
placed on a turntable. One arm 
operates sound and another vision. 

Stepanek says that although the 
prototype cost about $6000 (136,000) 
to build, production models would 


cost about the same 88 a high quality 
radiogram. 

‘The sound has the purity of hi-fi but 
the image at the moment is less 
sharp than a video tape picture. 
Stepanek saya that a sharp picture, 
even in daylight. is obtainable by 
refining the system. 

Poly gramo-vision discs look 
similar to conventional! sound discs. 
The film cassette, which is in the cen- 
tre, can be reduced to a width of 3 
mm. — about the same thickness as 8. 
sound disc. 

Length of play is as short as three 
minutes on each side for 45 rpm discs, 
to as long as 25 minutes on each 
side for 3314 rpm. All discs can be 
fed on to a turntable in series like 
sound discs. 

Stepanek, managing director of 
World Wide Plastics Corporation 
Proprietary Limited — many of hig 
earller inventions have been in 
plastics — has lodged articles of pa- 
tent for protection of his invention in 
Australia and other countries. 

He says he can not predict when his 
invention wi]) he on the market. After 
perfecting the system, he ap- 
proached leading companies in 
several countries. He aims to have 
companies manufacture the system 
under licence but so far has not 
entered into concrete arrrangements 
with any company. 


Magnetic particle discovery 


BERKELEY, California (UPI). — A 

team of physicists hag reported fin- 

ding a magnetic particle with only 

one pole — a discovery which, if con- 

: firmed, could rank as a major scien- 

tific feat of the century and hold out 

possible energy-producing and 
cancer-curing applications. 

The subatomic particle, known ag 

a magnetic monopole, promised to 


building blocks of nature. Just as 
electrons and protons carry electric 
charges, magnetic monopoles would 
mean other particles carry basic un- 
its of magnetic charge — as if some 
have north poles only, and some 
south poles only. 

Magnetism would be placed on an 
equa] footing with electricity. 


British physicist Paul A.M. Dirac 
first suggested fundamental 
magnetic particles in 1931 and said if 
just one monopole existed anywhere 
in the universe great mysteries of 
nature could be explained. 

Since then, scientists have hunted 
the monopole in everything from 
ocean floor minerals to moon rocks 
and meteorites. 

The track of a monopole was found 


by chance on July 21 in examining a 


cosmic ray detector that had ‘le 
ed for two days from a balloon 130,- 
000 feet above Sioux City, Iowa, in 
1973.

Edward Shirk, 29, a University of 
California physicist, was routinely 
dipping plastic sheets from the 
detector in lye. He found a series of 
large, identical conical holes, and 
phoned his colleague upstairs, P. 
Buford Price, 42, to say, “I think we 
have found our monopole.” 

From the plastic, and from a layer 
of film and photographic emulsion, 
the scientists ‘concluded that the 
detector had been hit by ἃ particle 
travelling toward earth at half the 
speed of light. 

The big goal now will be “to cap- 
ture a monopole and bring it back 
alive," Price said. He is thinking 
about positioning 50 balloons in the 
stratosphere over Antarctica, which 
offers favourable conditions. 

If the discovery is confirmed, 
scientists said, It would rank as a 
major achievement of the century, 
comparable to the discovery of quan- 
tum mechanics. 

Just one monopole, if captured, 
could be used to manufacture others. 
Magnetic particles would 
revolutionize the electronics in- 
dustry, make possible new kinds of 
motors and offer better ways of 
destroying human tumours. 

'The discovery was announced last 
Wednesday by a team including, 
besides Price and Shirk, W. Zack 
Osborne, 42, and Lawrence S. Pinsky, 
29, of the University of Houston.

INDIA CLAMPS DOWN 
ON NEW-RICH ELITE

NEW DELHI. — 

ONE OF THE RESULTS of the 
new emergency regulations has 
been the uncovering of unex- 
pected people living in un- 
imaginable magnificence — 
mostly on ill-gotten money 
which they had concealed from 
the tax-gatherer. 

Income tax and customs of- 
ficers investigating the new-rich 
elite in Indian cities have also 
stumbled upon a new social 
phenomenon — the barefoot 
millionaire. 

For instance, there's the case 
of a dealer in earthen pots in 
Delhi. A taxevasion squad of the 
Department of Internal Revenue 
found piles of gold ornaments 
and silverware among the 
innocent-looking pots lined up 
for sale in his lean-to shop. 

Further investigation showed 
he had nine bank lockera under 

‘three different names, all ful] of 
gold and silver. For the last 20 
years this frail-looking, humble 
man had been using his 

shop as 8 blind for lending 
money at rapacious rates of in- 
terest to workers in a nearby 
factory. 

Matching him is a dairyman 
in Calcutta. His declared income 
was Rs5000 (625 U.S. dollars) a 
year. But probing by the taxmen 
revealed that he owned a seven- 
storeyed apartment house, ἃ 
repair garage and a big chunk of 
farraland in the village where he 
was born. 

However, most of the new- 
rich like to flaunt their money in 
super-luxury flats with swim- 
ming pools, marble flooring 
from Italy. wall-to-wall 
carpeting, chromium and plastic 
furniture and a host of imported 
gadgets. And of course lots of 
jewellery, including diamonds of 
the purest water, and stacks of 
money in elaborately concealed 
wall safes in their homes. 


THE FACTS the income-tax and 
customs officers have dug up in 
the course of their extensive 
searches provide invaluable 
data for the social scientist. Tax 
evasion, concealed wealth and a 
taste for sybaritic living seem to 
be as common among legitimate 
industrialists and businessmen 
&s among smugglers and film 
actors and actresses. 

0 ed searches of blocks 
of newly built highrise buildings 
in the cities of Bombay, Caleut- 
ta, Delhi and Madras have 
highlighted the existence of a 
parajle} black-money economy. 
Its operators have diddled the 
government out of millions of 
rupees of income and wealth tax, 
and the municipal authorities 


out of property tax. 


Tax sleuths in Bombay have - 


concluded, after examining 
about 375 flats, that the life-style 
of the glamorous heroes and 
heroines of the Indian screen is 
even lusher than that of multi- 
millionaire businessmen. 
Marble floors, Persian 
carpets, mirrored ceilings in 
drawing rooms and mirror- 
canopied beds are part of the 
setup. In one flat all the doors 
were made of heavy metal 
coated with silver. Central air- 
conditioning and terrace swim- 
pools are among the in- 
dulgences they permit 
themselves. One Bombay 
hotelier had a basement swim- 
ming pool with a mirrored bot- 
tom. 

Raids on exclusive suburbs 
in New Delhi revealed a bed and 
three-piece sofa set all made of 
silver in one apartment, which 
was Centrally airconditioned. A 
company director was found to 
own nine cars and eight air- 
conditioners, while another 
businessman had five cars and 
seven air-conditioners. 

ih their efforts to get a correct 
idea of the expenditure incurred 
in building and furnishing these 
nests of pleasure the income-tax 
squads are questioning 
architects, builders, furniture 
manufacturers and interior 
decorators. Standard practice 
among these professionals in 
dealing with such affluent 
customers is to provide official 
receipts for smaller sums than 
actually spent and to collect the 
balance in cash passed under the 
counter. 


THE DRIVE against black 
money has panicked the ultra- 
rich in the big cities. In Bombay, 
all palatial building activity has 
come to a dead halt. New 
buildings which have just been 
completed stand empty. 

Tax officials say that what 
they have unearthed so far is 
only “the tip of the iceberg.” 
There are several thousand 
more new-rich who have dodged. 
taxes for years or sent in false 
returns and lived in ἃ state of 
wealth which only the mahara- 
jas enjoyed in former days. But 
their era of opulence, heediess of 
the want and suffering around 
them, is drawing to a close, ke 
that of the princely rulers before 
them. 

Ask anybody in the street or at 
a bus stop what he or she thinks 
about the roundup of these anti- 
social elements. They will tell 
you that this is one of the best 
things that has happened under 
the emergency.
